Exhibition Opened By Lieuten- 
ant Governor and Address 
Presented to rtim. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

New Westminster, B. ('., Sept. 30.— 
The Provincial Exhibition duly opened 
today under most favorable auspices. 
The glorious weather made it pleasant 
for visitors and enormous crowds wen' 
present. The formal opening was at 2 
o'clock, when President Trapp and Hon. 
J. il>. Prentice made short speeches and 
were followed by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. 

Sir Henri Joly was presented with an 
illuminated address by the city, in honor 
of his lirst official visit. The address 
was unique, in being' mounted on a fine 
sheet of birch bark and adorned with 
sling beechnuts and other tree seeds, out 
of compliment to His Honor's active in- 
terest in forestry. 

All the speakers expressed their sur- 
prise at the general excellence of the 
exhibits. 

An hour later Sir Henri faced olT the 
ball for tho great lacrosse match between 
the Westminsters and iShaiurooks. By 
that time trains and trains had emptied 
their thousands into Queens [Park, Re- 
feree iCIisim, Cullin and the players w -re 
introduced, and after a speech by sir 
Henri the great game started. 

Westminster won tho toss and played 
down the grade. The lirst quarter was 
very exciting at times, but on the whole 
disappointing. The local team were evi- 
dently very nervous, and the visitors 
evidently too cautious to try and take 
an advantage. Only three and a half 
minutes elapsed before Westminster 
scored, amidst tremendous cheering. 

The next goal lasted three minutes, 
aud was scored by the Shamrocks, who 
were also given good applause. Before 
the whistle had blown, Westminster ad- 
ded two more. 

There was nothing sensational, but 
both teams warmed to their work in 
the second quarter, and when the .Sham- 
rocks scored in a quarter of n minute, ex- 
citement' ran high.; hut Westminster won 
the next two goals in three ami two and 
n half minutes, and for the rest of the 
quarter the visitors defence were guess- 
ing. 

The third quarter was stubbornly con- 
tested, the Slum's waking up to tho rea- 
lization that it was time to be doing 
something. Westminster, however, scor- 
ed a goal in six minutes, and all the 
rest was scientific 1ieid Work. 

The third quarter was more than tho 
Shamrocks could stand, and about 
every tire minutes the .British Columbia 
champions would add a goal, the total 
standing Westminster 111; Shamrocks, 2". 

A good deal of money changed hands 
on the result. There is no question the 
Shamrocks are great stick-linudlors and 
runners, but they are not uniformly so. 
Tlie Westminsters were in far better 
3liysicnl condition than when defeatiii 
by the .Shamrocks in Montreal, and this 
time had no long journey to work off. 

There was not very much rough play. 
The referee sent live men to the fence 
.luring the day. The game was in- 
teresting throughout, frequently exciting 
and niter the first quarter, as good la- 
crosse as will be seen here for many 
a day. 

Tomorrow's events in. dude laying I he 
corner stone of the Carnegie library by 
the .Masonic Grnud Lodge of .British' Co- 
lumbia and Washington. 

Captain Slattery, of the Shamrock 
team, was asked by the Colonist corre- 
spondent to give his reason for the 
Shamrocks making so poor a showing 
against Westminster. Ho said: "We 
were badly beaten for a variety of rea- 
sons. We have had a lo'.g journey, in 
which every man gained from 5 to 10 
pounds. We arrived on Sunday, and on 
Monday it was raining and we could not 
in any practice to get our wind. The 
cliiua.te affected every one of us. We 
felt heavy, sluggish and unnerved when 
we went on the lield. We lost the toss 
and found we were playing up a Hi-foot 
grade, and the goal was 20 yards nearer 
than we expected to find it, the goals 
being much closer together than in the 
East. Howard in goal did his best, but 
lie was very disappointing, and we were 
practically playing 11 men. When How- 
ard was taken out of goal, matters were 
improved, but we continued to play bad- 
ly; in fact we put lip the worst game 
we have put uii this season." 

The crowd during the progress of the 
lacrosse match was estimated at. 8,000 
people, which is a record opening. Tlie 
exhibition itself surpassed all previous 
y«-ur^ in most of the displays. There 
are larger exhibits of fruits and vegeta- 
bles. The dairy produce exhibit is far 
ahead of previous years, as -well as the 
live stock and cattle show. Machinery 
hall is crammed from .lour to door, and 
in every line Victoria Is well to the 
front. 



A SICE I) TO IiESIGN. 

Irish Member Attended the King's Cor- 
onation. 

London, Sept. 30.— The members of 
I lie Unite, ! Irish League of Donegal 
county have adopted resolutions demand- 
ing the resignation of Win. O'JDohertv. 
who represents that seat in the House 
of Commons, because he attended the 
coronation of King EdwaTd in Westmin- 
ster Abbey. Mr. O'Doherty, in his re- 
ply, declared that he intended to resign 
and condemned tho separation policy of 
the Irish Xationalists as impracticable. 

The object of the meeting of the Na- 
tionalist members of parliament sum- 
moned by John Redmond, chairman of 
the Irish parliamentary party, for Oc- 
tober 7. the Fall Mall Gazette says, is 
to consider the desirability of entire 
separation from the autumn -session of 
parliament, whereby the Irish members 
will escape the odium of supporting tho 
"coercionist" government party in pass- 
ing the Education hills. Inasmuch as 
the Catholics heartily favor the bill, the 
proposal is likely to lead to a lively de- 
bate. The Tall Mall Gazette further 
thinks that the proposed abstention is 
partially due to the fact that owing to 
the absence of Messrs. Ttedmond and 
Dillon in the United States, whore they 
will attend the national convention of 
the United Irish League at Boston, Oc- 
tober li). the work of directing the party 
would fall upon the "hated shoulders of 
Mr. Henly."

1. 1 have any power to act in the prem- 
ises.

would have caught yesterday s express 
at Vancouver, and gained two days. 
The Moana sailed from Sydney on Sep- 
tember S at 1 p.m.. and is 21 days -0 
hours from the Australian port, includ- 
ing stops. She arrived at Brisbane on 
the 10th and sailed again the same day, 
and making n fast run to Suva, she ar- 
rived on the loth— a day ahead of time. 
She sailed again that evening and- 
reached Honolulu on the 23rd— a day m 
advance of her schedule. The weather 
was remarkahly calm, the sea being like 
oil throudiout, and the steamer arrived 
off Capo Flattery at 4 a.m. yesterday 
morning-after lying to for. four hours 
in fog She anchored at William Head 
at 7:.'i0 a.m., and moored at the outer 
docks at 9 a.m. ' 

V It hough the liner experienced hue 
weather, other vessels have been meet- 
ing storms, for when the Moana was 
passing out of Honolulu harbor en route 
to Victoria, the Norwegian bark Andro- 
meda, which took lumber from Hastings 
mills for Iquique on March 14 last, was 
seen being towed into Honolulu In a par- 
tially wrecked condition, as n result of 
Iter encounter with recent gales. -Uio 
Norwegian .bark, 1,170 tons. Rotten 
master, hailing from Christiama, had 
lost her main mast, which 'had gone by 
the board clean to the deck, her foretop- 
mast, -which bad been carried away at 
the hounds, and the mizzentopmast was 
also •gone from the cap. Her canvas 
was in ribbons— the torn shreds being 
seen wrapped around the unwreckeii 
spars. An interesting photograph of the 
dismasted lumber-carrier was taken by 
the chief engineer of the liner, and >M. 
B. B. Beudall, tho popular purser ol 
the liner, presented copies to the Colon- 
ist The photograph shows the Andro- 
meda to be in a l.adly wrecked condition. 
■When dismasted she was bound from 
Iquique for Eureka, California. 

The Moana had a large number of 
passengers, including a number of visit- 
ors to Australia from England via Suez 
and the Capo, and who are returning 
via Canada. There are also several Aus- 
tralians on a tour round the world, tak- 
ing advantage of the new rate just put 
in effect by tho line. After leaving Bris- 
bane nnd Suva, where- passengers from 
Queensland and New Zealand were em- 
barked, the accommodation was well 
taken up.

The 
lAmericau-drliiwniian Steamship company 
has already a' line- of steamers in this 
service, but they lire soon to have 
rivals. The Liickenbachs of New York 
will initiate a service of formidable car- 
riers between Atlantic coast ports, San 
Francisco and Seattle.

The Lib- 
erals of Manitoba yelled and screamed 
about the cruel protection created mono- 
poly in binder twine which was defer- 
tiliziug the whole province of Manitoba, 
and declared, "(Jive us free trade in 
binder twine or give ns death.'' They 
got free trade in binder twine, and this 
is the solitary instance of a Liberal elec- 
tion promise having been fulfilled that 
we know of. Well the first result of the 
free trade in binder twine was to put 
the Canadian manufacturers out of 
business. No doubt the price of binder 
twine was lowered by the American 
Trust till this desirable result was 
achieved.

Details were also received of the loss 
of the Dutch burk Krimpen A. D. Lek 
which went on a reef off the: coast of 
-Vow Guinea. There was no ln ss of life 
but the crew were forced to leave hur- 
riedly and saved nothing but what they 
wore. The lost bark loft Newcastle oil 
June 2, and had unsettled weather at 
the outset. We took the outer Torres 
Straits route, ami all went well until 
duly i".. The vessel thou ran into thick 
and squally weather, and no sights could 
he obtained. Tile wind was from the 
southeast, and next day became si|iinll\.

The bark at this time was fast 
settling down and bumping heavily on 
the reef, 

"We stood by till daylight," continued 
the captain, "and then niade.au attempt 
lo get aboard again to recover our ef- 
fects, but the sea being heavy we found 
it impossible to board her." We then 
made for the nearest island, where n 
landing was effected. 

"The natives proved friendly, nnd put 
off and piloted the shipwrecked crew 
safely ashore, subsequently providing 
food and showing every possible kind- 

nus.i. 

"A stay of B> hours was made at the 
island, and the crew then returned to 
tlie wreck, but on arrival found that 
she had capsized to windward, and that 
the seas hail made i\ clean sweep of 
everything. 

'•There wa sno salvage to bo obtained, 
and, as the vessel was a hopeless wreck, 
the crew, in two boats, proceeded to 
T)aru island, where they were picked up 
by the ketch Whnup nnd conveyed to 
Thursday island, the trip across occupy- 
ing three days.

British Proclaim Suwnrrow in South 
.Pacific a Coaling Station. 

News was received from Auckland by 
the Moana that H. M. S. Torch, which 
has been on a cruise through the Pacific, 
has proclaimed Snwarrow islam! a coal- 
ing station for tlie ships of the Aus- 
tralian squadron. Snwarrow island is 
one of the Souworoff group, situated in 
latitude 13deg. 13miu. south, long. 163- 
rteg, STmin. west. The island is a placo 
of call of the l'aeilic Island company's 
steamers, the company holding large in- 
terests there. The islands a're sur- 
rounded by an extensive reef, nearly half 
a mile wide, which encloses a lagoon 12 
miles by i) miles. There is an entrance 
facing the north-east half n niilo wide 
nt the narrowest part, witli two patches 
in ils middle, winch 1 may he passed on 
either side, the depth in the entrance 
being S to 5 fathoms. The lagoon 
abounds in beebe-de-mer aud peflrlshell. 
The entrance passage runs about nortli- 
uorth-east, and south-south-west;, tlie 
usual trades is therefore a loading wind. 
The island is reported to be out of the 
truck of hurricanes.

Work Accomplished by the Society Dur- 
ing September.

News was brought by the steamer 
Moana, which arrived yesterday Uoiu 
Australasia, of lierce inter-tribal fignts 
in -British New Guinea, and rutlue'ss 
massacres of natives by tlie Tugeri head 
hunters, against whom an armed expedi- 
tion is being arranged by Australia and 
Holland. Some of the attacked villages 
wi re wiped mil. The administrator ol 
New Guinea wires to the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Australia telling of the latest 
native war. lie savs the villages oi 
the Sanana trilu'snv-u and others friend- 
ly in the Hritisb were attacked in Au- 
gust by tlie Tugeri, who came up the 
.Moiehead river in canoes and raided the 
Sanana villages. The Tugeri destroyei 
a number of natives, and burned tliei 
villages. After sac-king the villages, am 
spearing the wounded left by tlie fugi- 
tive Sananas, the Tugeri held n fetl, 
and after gathering the heads of tie 
dead, they proceeded home by way of 
the 'Moreiieud river. Alter tho Tugeri 
had left the .Sanana went to other tribes 
aud secured reinforcements, ami aided 
by these, they pursued the Tugeri. The 
Tugeri were attacked on the river, a 
number of them were killed by the Sa- 
unua and their allies, and the survivors 
were forced to leave their canoes and 
lake to the bush. 

The Tugeri are a ver.v strong tribe, ami 
have been making incursions into many 
parts of New Guinea, burning and slay- 
ing and then hiking homeward will: 
many bends. Sir 1\ V. Winter has had 
conferences with .Mr. Jienr, the Dutch 
representative, and contingents wore to 
lie formed at Meraukc aild of the Brit- 
ish* Mounted Police in Guinea to proceed 
as a punitive expedition against tlie Tu- 
geri. Th,«! expedition bad been lung de- 
layed, but the new raids would probably 
have tlie effect of hastening the chastise- 
ment. Writing; of recent massacres by 
the Tugeri, Sir F. P. Winter, the admin- 
istrator, said, "Since my arrival within 
the possession many natives have been 
ruthlessly- murdered by' other natives 
within an area of .'10 miles of flic house 
from which 1 nm writing. A village on 
the iLnroki river, not more than si.v mile 
away, was nearly exterminated, nnd 
soon afterwards a village, 2o miles away, 
but ft few miles from the sea, was at- 
tacked anil -10 men, women and children 
were killed. 'Massacres are now com- 
mon all over this country.

The group 
is situated on Lexington mountain, nlioai 
one mile and a half from the town o 
iCaniborne, at the junction of Poolu and 
Kish creeks. The nearest point for coin-' 
municutiou by rail or steamer is at 
Thompsons Land.ug, live miles by wns- 
on road from Camborne. There is a good 
trail from Camborne to the mine. 

The property consists of eight claims 
and tractions, containing altogether an 
area of about 100 acres, must of which 
are Crown grunted, and applications for 
grunt have been made ou.tbe balance, 
t'lie formation of the country rock in 
the vicinity is a tlllcose and uiicueo.is 
schist, more or less metamorphosed, at 
intervals to closely resemble sandstone 
or qiiurtzite.

Over ii .Million Tons of Ore Will Be 
Mined in 1II0L'. 

The Nelson Tribune thus sums up the 
situation in Kust ami West Kooteimy: 

Ore,- ,1 million tons of ore will be 
mined during 1002 in the various camps 
scattered throughout ICast and West 
Kootenny districts and the southeastern 
corner of Yale district. The ore car- 
ries gold, silver, copper, and lead, and 
runs Jill the way from $3.75 to $200 a 
'"(i in values. Tin- hulk of it is smelted 
ui Nelson, Trail. Grand Porks, Green- 
wood, and Boundary Falls, (owns situ- 
ate in British Columbia ami within easy 
reach uf (he mines-. The tonnage that 
is inn smelted at the above-named places 
is shipped lo smellers at Xorthport, 
■Everett, Tncomn and San Francisco. <f> 
the United States. A considerable per- 
centage of the total is classed as free- 
milling gold ore. and is treated at stamp 
mills at the mines. 

The smelter at Nelson is running two 
lead stacks; the Trail smelter is run- 
ning one lead slack and two copper fur- 
naces; the •Grand Forks smelter has four 
copper furnaces, the Greenwood smelter 
two, nnd the' Boundary (Falls smelter 
one. 

A smejter is under way at Murysvflle, 
in East Kootetiay, and advices from 
there are rimi it will be in operation by 
the middle of November. The capacity 
of (he smelter nt Grand Forks is to be 
increased by two furnace's, which will 
make six in till, with a daily capacity 
of about 2,000 tons. The Greenwood 
smelter, it is also said, is to he in- 
creased by two furnaces. The smelter 
at iBoundary Fulls will add another 
furnace at once, as it has contracted to 
treat 200 tons of Snow'shoc ore a day 
for tho remainder of this year, and 400 
tons a day next year. 

These smelters draw a small percent- 
age of thou- ore -supplies from tho mines 
at Republic, "Washington, a camp that is 
tapped by both the Canadian Pacific 
and Great Northern railways or con- 
necting lines. In time, it is just pos- 
sible, that the ore tonnage now going 
out of British Columbia to smelters in 
the United States will be offset bv the 
ore tonnage coming from Wushingf on 
mines to smelters in British Columbia. 

With mines milking an output of S.TjOO 
tons daily, the smelters having a capac- 
ity to treat the output (and owners pre- 
paring to increase the capacity of ttfelr 
smelters), it seems strange that news- 
papers jn British Columbia will B &' v 
circulation to the pessimistic wuilin-s 
of mine managers like Edmund B. Kirov 
oi iHossland.

closer the stations. At each station a 
tax is assessed and collected upon all 
merchandise in transit. Nominally the 
tax is small— a few mills on the dollar. I 
Actually it ranges from 1 to ll> per j 
cent, on the value of the goods, accord- 
ing to the rapacity of the officials. 
These are petty mandarins who buy 
their appointments from tlie local auth- 
orities. The appointment lasts three or 
four years, during which time the in- 
cumbent gets back the money be paid 
for bis ollice and clears enough to sup- 
port himself in tine style, and put by 
enough for a I'll my day or to secure a 
second term. The poorest station brings 
tjilOO in the political market, and pays 
S^IGO a year. The rich ones command 
$10,000, .and pay as much annually.. 
From one-half to oiic-lifth is paid over 
by the likin-gathorer to the local treas- 
urer. The rest goes into his own 
pocket s. 

At each station is a likin ollice. It 
varies from a little house which the 
official occupies, and a shed where his 
two guards or soldiers find a resting- 
place, to an imposing establishment 
where the ottlcial presides over a deputy, 
clerk, secretary, shroff lor treasurer;, | 
and a guard of soldiers. All of thes<-\i 
are paid from the likin. 

The result of the system is easily 
seen. 'Che tax increases the cost of 
goods so thai it is impossible to trans- 
port merchandise more than a certain 
distance before it can no longer compete 
With similar goods made in the district 
to which it is brought. This along land 
and canal routes is about forty miles 
for ordinary merchandise, and 100 for 
special goods, such us lamps, clocks, 
watches and silks. In populous prov- 
inces like tjunugtiuig uV Ch| Kinng tlie 
stations are often only two miles apart. 
In those which are sparsely settled, like 
Yunnan or the hill districts of Ttokien, 
they are live and ten miles apart.

RAILWAY SCHEME 



What Col. Church, the Original 
Promoter J* ays About the 
Great Project. 
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The Ottawa Free. Press, in :i despatch 
iliiteil Quebec, Sept. 17, says: 

1C0I. George Earl Clrares, vice-presi- 
dent of tlu> Roya! Gcograplrca! Society, 
of Loudon, England, and iirigino] pi\.- 
inoter of the Trans-Canaan Railway, :it 
present in the city in connect 5 jii wit'li 
the construction of. the gigantic enter- 
prise, which means greatness for the 
Dominion of Canada, and especially for 
rhe citv of Quebec, is positive that the 
railway will be built and locomotives 
running over the line from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic before many years. Col. 
Churtih is a typical English gentleman, 
ami it was lie who first conceived lac 
idea of the Trans-Canada Railway from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic oceans, and 
after making a practical study of the 
country, became so thoroughly convinced 
of its great value, both as a commercial 
enterprise and 11 source of strength to 
tlie British Empire, that he lost no time 
in obtaining the lirst charter in 1S95. 
In an interview Col. Church said: 
"■The project of the Trans-Ca v .ida 
(Railway was the result of a -study of 
the military position which Great Brit- 
ain would occupy in relation to Eastern 
Asia 011 tlie completion ei the Trans- 
Siberian railway by Russia. The geog- 
raphy of N'orth America showed that 
tlio British answer to tlie Russian strate- 
gic line is 1:. railway across the Dominion 
of Canada between the port of Quebec 
on the Atlftutic to the port of Simpson 
on tin- Pacific Coast. By this route 
England could throw troops into Japan 
and China in twenty days, while it is 
conceded that Russia could not transport 
any important body of troops across 
Siberia in less than 22 days. -The 
Trans-Siberian railway, it will bo scon, 
promised to put dtussia in a .more advan- 
tageous military position in relation to 
ail the military problems coincident with 
the far east of Asia than any other 
European state, nnd the problem natur- 
ally aroused the question, What siliould 
be' the British answer to the Russian 
effort to control the Orient - .' The an- 
swor is the Trans-Canada railway, be- 
cause it will place England 750 miles 
nearer Japan and China than any other 
possible route which can be made avail- 
able. This is duo to the narrowing of 
the distance of land stretch the further 
north we go. b it in addition to this ad- 
vantage in distance is the wonderful 
Character of the country between Que- 
bec and the Pacific terminal port of the 
trans-Canada line -which lends itself to 
tihe construction of the railway with 
easier gradients and curvature than any 
other Pacific railway existing across tlie 
American continent. Thus it ,may be 
said that above all other railway entcr- 
p.ises of- the British. -Empire, tlie Trans- 
Canada railway is of Imperial inijport- 
auce. 

" The success of the scheme will de- 
pend upon the support of the provincial 
governments nnd the Dominion govern- 
ment, and with reasonable support will 
go through and capital will bo forth- 
coming from other eources. 

" It is the intention to commence work 
immediately from Roberval to James 
Bay. and the project is much nearer 
realization than the public is led to sup- 
pose. Thero is rio doubt that the Trons- 
Canada railway will be built, and that 
at an early- date, and we may count 
upon seeing a locomotive running over 
its entire line from ocean to ocean sooner 
than expected. The country 'has re- 
sources that are ample to warrant its 
construction.'! 

The first division of the Trans-Canada 
railway, from Ifobervnl to James Bay, 
is ."SO miles in length, nnd will pass 
through the centre of the new territory 
recently acquired by the province of 
Quebec from the Dominion, so that it 
will lie in the interests of the province to 
develcjp this new territory route in prefer- 
ence to any other. As the Quebec and 
Lake St. John railway runs norUiwest- 
ward from the city of Quebec in n direc- 
tion suitable- for tflie shortest location 
of tliis railway, and as the rivers flowing 
into Lake St. John on the one side and 
James Bay on the other offer a route 
which will give the easiest gradients 
crossing the height of land between tin 
waters flowing into the St. Lawrene 
and those (lowing into James Bay, an 
as tins route will -give the railway tl 
advantage of two eastern seaports- 
namely, Quebec and Chicoutimi— it hr. 
been decided to use that line between 
Quebec and its northwestern terminus at 
U-oberval and Lake .St. John. 

The Dominion government in 1001 
recognized the merits of tlie project and 
submitted it parliament a subsidy -bill, 
which was duly ratified, granting a sub- 
sidy of :y,',,'J<)[) per mile, or $102,000 in 
aid of the first 00 miles of the railway 
from Roberval westward, to bo in- 
creased to !?(>,-100 per mile should the 
cost be in excess of .S.15,000 per mile to 
that extent. 
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CAVALRY TRAINING. 

Lord Diindonahrs ' Views 011 Modern 
Methods. 

In reference to Lord Dundonald's re- 
cent decision 011 cavalry drill for the 
niihttn, tlie militia order issued says in 
part: 

Wire fencing, enclosures, smokeless 
powder, the increased range and 
accuracy of arms of precision, ali 
tend to diminish the power of men 
who depend upon shock action for 
siic-ess. On the other hand, the 
mobile rifleman is of more importance 
ver. Tlie new cavalry soldier 
learn from the infantry soldier 
engineer all that is useful to 
bun, while above all things, retaining 
the dash and "go" of the old cavalry 
soldier, and maintaining to the full the 
name and spirit of bis old regiment. It 
may be possible later on to arm men 
with n li^ht sword bayonet, adapted for 
use on the rifle, or for thrusting when 
mounted, a sword that would require 
but little practice or drill for its use; 
but whether that is done or not, the 
future of cavalry lies witli the most 
ellicient possible use of the rifle. 

'Care of horses and fitting of saddlery 
efhould be thoroughly taught. Drill o'f 
the simplest possible character, and 
Iirected solely 1o rendezvous format- 
ions, moving from place to place and 
getting men rapidly into position for dis- 
mounted work. The fullest possible in- 
struction should be given in the use of 
the rifle, and tlie oflicers nnd non-com- 
nnssioned officers should be encouraged 
to gam certificates of efficiency at the 
school of musketry. Rapidity in mount- 
ing and dismounting should bo con- 
stantly practised, and the horses should 
' trained to stand (ire. 
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_ Instructions should bo given in pioneer- 
ing, making shelter trenches and re- 
doubts, constructing wire entangle- 
ments, destruction a f railways and 
bridges, bridge-niiiking, tapping and 
mending telegraph wires, waking rough 
shelters, ifield kitchens, etc., map-reaa s n2 
and knowledge of the scale of maps, 
the making of rough maps and reports, 
how to find (he way by menus of com- 
pass sun, stars, etc.,. signaling by flag 
and heliograph for sefected .men. 

All yanks should be cautioned that 
they should, during field operations or 
otherwise, never bo op their horses' 
Hacks it they can bo off them. Horses 
should he practised 'in boiii - led, and the 
men m marching on foot, in order to 
ease their horses. On service mounted 
regiments are rendered inefficient largely 
by carelessness 011 the part of oilicen? 
men in not easim; their horses 02 
• possible opportunity.
